Washington, July 25. — The board of 
taquiry which is to investigate the 
controversial points in connection 
with Admiral Schley's conduct during 
the Spanish war, will be composed of 
Admiral Dewey, president of the court, 
and Rear Admirals Lewis A. Kimber- 
ley and Andrew E. Benham. The 
court will meet at the navy department 
In Washington Sept. 12. The Judge 
advocate of the court has not been se- 
lected, and the precept to the court 
which is being prepared by Captain 
Lemley, judge advocate general, has 
not yet been completed. 

The scope of the inquiry will not be 
known until the precept and order for 
the convening of the court are Issued. 
It is expected they will be promulgat- 
ed by the department Friday. Secre- 
tary Long says, however, that the pro- 
ceedings of the court will be open and 
the widest latitude would be permitted 
in the matter of witnesses and that 
Rear Admiral Schley will be allowed 
to be represented by counsel. 

The secretary had nothing to say 
about the composition of the court 
except that he thought it spoke for it- 
self, and to express the hope that the 
men chosen would be satisfactory to 
all concerned. He pointed out that 
none of the officers chosen had, so far 
as he knew, expressed an opinion con- 
cerning what is known as the Samp- 
son-Schley controversy, and It was 
therefore to be presumed that they 
would enter upon their work in an im- 
partial and unprejudiced spirit. The 
members of the court are distinctive- 
ly fighting men. Each has been con- 
nected with a celebrated event in nav- 
al annals. Of Admiral Dewey, the 
hero of the battle of Manilla bay. it is 
unnecessary to speak. His record is 
familiar to all. His associates. Rear 
Admiral Kimberly and Rear Admiral 
Benham are both retired officers. 

The former was retired in 1892 and 
the latter in 1894. Admiral Kimberly 
is 77 years old and Admiral Benham 
U9 years. Each saw over 45 years of 
active service. Both had fine records 
during the Civil war. The great event 
with which Admiral Kimberly's name 
is associated is the destruction of the 
American fleet in the harbor of Apia, 
Samoa, during the terrific hurricane 
which occurred there in 1889. Admir- 
al Kimberly had been sent to Samoa 
at the head of an American squadron 
during the trying period of our nego- 
tiations with Germany there, and had 
conducted himself before the storm 
with marked dignity and ability. When 
the hurricane occurred hi* entire 
squadron was wrecked. The Vandalia 
and Trenton were completely destroy- 
ed and the Nipsic was cast ashore. 
The story of that great disaster and 
the heroism displayed by the Ameri- 
can officers and men under the direc- 
tion of Admiral Kimberiy, thrilled the 
whole world and made an impression 
never to be forgotten. 

Admiral Benham played a dramatic 
part at Rio de Janeiro during the 
great naval revolution in 1884. 

Reconsidered the Matter. 

Washington, July 25. — Secretary 
Long reconsidered his decision to ap- 
point Commander Pillsbury as judge 
advocate of the Schley court of in- 
quiry. A final decision in the matter 
has not yet been reached.

Pittsburg, July 25. — Steel strike de- 
velopments of the last 24 hours Indi- 
cate that the company's force at 
Wellsvllle are slowly accomplishing 
their intention of operating the plant 
with nonunion men. A number of new 
men succeeded in eluding the strik- 
ers and getting inside the works, and 
before the day is over a fourth mill is 
expected to be in operation. 

The situation at Wellsvllle Is acute 
and there Is no doubt the condition of 
affairs there, with the rumored in- 
unction proceedings, caused President 
Shaffer to make his mysterious trip 
to that place. While he has not di- 
vulged his reasons for his sudden 
Journey, it is believed that his mis- 
sion was to prevent any possible 
cause for the interference of the 
couits, by impressing on the strikers 
the importance of remaining orderly. 

Manager Brookman of the Wellville 
plant in an interview, stated that they 
were expecting new men every day 
and they will have every mill in the 
plant running full next week. 

At McKeesport all remains as quiet 
as heretofore. 

The strikers now seem almost con- 
vinced that no effort will be made to 
start the mills in the near future. The 
declaration of Mayor Black that 
he would not permit deputies in the 
idle mills or allow the city police to 
guard the company's property has 
caused a sensation. Hundreds of mill 
workers from Homestead and Du- 
quesne Joined the McKeesport work- 
men In a procession to the mayor's of- 
fice to thank him for the stand taken. 

On the general strike situation. 
President Shaffer declared there hnd 
been little change within the past few 
days. The reports that something 
definite would be done by him within 
the next day or two in the way of call- 
ing a strike in more mills, the labor 
leader refused to discuss. 

Other Amalgamated official;;, how- 
ever, Intimate that the attempts of the 
mill officials to resume operations at 
their mills with nonunion men, or the 
carrying out the threat to break the 
strike by court Injunctions restrain- 
ing the strikers from interfering with 
nonunion men on the streets, would 
precipitate a crisis and compel Mr. 
Shafier to put his plan of strike ex- 
tension Into execution. 

A Wellsvllle. O.. dispatch says as a 
result of President Shaffer's orders 
none of the workmen were molested 
as 'hey went to and from work. In- 
stead of running four mills single 
turn and one double turn as was an- 
ncunced by men at the mill, it was de- 
cided to run two of the mill6 double 
turn and operate only three oi them 
Thursday morning. This will make a 
total of five turns. 

Not a man ai rived Thursday morn- 
ing on any of the trains. The strik- 
ers did not congregate about the 
stieets as usual. Most of them re- 
mained at the camp on the West Vir- 
ginia side of the river or have secured 
employment elsewhere, it was the 
quit test day this week. 

■More Wages or a Strike. 

Philadelphia, Jujy 25. — The ma- 
chinists and blacksmiths, about 200 in 
all. employed in the shops of the Phi! 
adelphia and Reading railway at Port 
Richmond, have unanimously decided 
to reject the company's oiler of an ad 
vaoce of 5 per cent in their waxes. 
About a week ago the employes de- 
manded the restoration of 12 per cent 
which had been taken from their pay 
four years ago. In answer to the re- 
requeets the company posted notices 
giving the men a 5 per cent increase. 
Another demand for the 12 per cent 
advance has been made and the com- 
pany is given until Friday to answer, 
at which time the men say they will 
strike if the desired concession is not 
granted. 



To Protect Nonunion Men. 

Earlington, Ky., July 25.— An order 
has been Issued by the local court in- 
structing the sheriff of Hopkins coun- 
ty to appoint a large force of deputies 
and to arm them for the protection of 
mines and the nonunion miners here. 
The order was issued upon the affi- 
davit of the mine owners and local of- 
ficials who say the mines are threat- 
ened and such a course is necessary 
as a precaution. The United Mine 
workers will give a barbecue Saturday 
which will be attended by many n t- 
siders. and this the authorities tear 
will culminate ip trouble.

Three hundred men also returnM 
to work at Finch's foundry and 
machine shops and at the Brooks ami 
McClain works. No concessions were 
made.

Washington. July 25.— The president 
Issued his proclamation establishing 
free trade between Porto Rico and the 
Uniti d Stan-s and dec laring the organ- 
ization of a civil government for the 
island. Tin' proclamation ia purely 
formal, and only in the body of the 
resolutions adopted by the Porto 
Rican legislature (heretofore publish 
ed) does it appear that the island is 
set tree commercially in commemora- 
tion of tin- anniversary of the plant- 
ing of the American rtag on the island. 
The proclamation is headed "Cessation 
of Tariff in Porto Kico." 

It recites that the act of April 12, 
1800 (otherwise know as the Forak Sf 
act) provided that whenever the Por- 
to Rican legislature lias enacted and 
put into operation a system of local 
taxation to meet the needs of the gov- 
ernment and by resolution so notlfb d 
the president the latter shall Issue a 
proclamation and all duties on goods 
passing by the United States and Por- 
to Rico Fball cease. As the legisla- 
ture has compiled with that require- 
ment of the act in terms set out In 
the resolutions which are quoted in 
full in the body of the proclamation, 
that document says: 

"Therefore. I, William, McKlnley, 
president of the United States, in pur- 
suance of the provisions of the law 
above quoted and upon the foregoing 
due notification, do hereby Issue this, 
my proclamation, and do declare and 
make known that a civil governmi nt 
for Porto Rico has been organized in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
said act of congress. 

"And I do further declare and make 
known that the legislative assembly 
Of Porto Rico has enacted and put Into 
opcratic>n a system of local taxation 
to meet the necessities of the govern- 
ment of Porto Rico."

They 
also declined to discuss the steel 
strike.
